0. B. Tonng against tho proprietors of 
this journal has boon decided by an in- 
toUigont jr.ry ia our favor* Tbe issue 
is io aooordaaoe with our previously 
formed oonviotloas and, we believe, tho 
opinions of the majority of onr follow 
citizens, and we would be willing to lot 
tho mattor thoro rost did not tho cir- 
cumstances ol tho caso call for somo 
romarks, which tlio nature of our posi- 
tion precluded us from making before 
tho caso WHS ended. As public jourii- 
alists, wo conceived that tho lelior 
signed "Loyalist" admitted to our 
columns, was in tho strictest sonso a 
fair comment upon tho public acts of 
a public man who idontiflod liimsell 
with a dangerous political party whom 
it was tho bounden duty of tho press, 
and indeed of every right minded per- 
son, to oxposo and suppross. We say 
dangerous, because whatovor may 
have been tbe sentiments or ulterior 
designs of that party, and however 
futile thoir efforts, tbe immediate of., 
feet of their acts w^uld have been tho 
recurrence of those unhappy scenes of 
political agitation and tnrmoil that 
havo so seriously injured this country 
during the post three years. The letter 
appeared to as to bo written in a more 
satirical than splenetic vein, and to bo 
couched in phraseology of too general 
signification to affeot the private repu< 
tatioa of tho individual and others 
against whom it was directed, and iu 
that view tho finding of the jury ou 
Saturday sustains us. On our own

London, December 13— Tho colliery where 
an explosion ocoarred oontaioed tho largisi 
pit in tbe district.

Supreme Courti 

THE LIBEL SUIT. 

Satubdav, Deo. 14, 1866. 
Tbe Chief Justice took his scat t^t 10 a.m. 

Tho Attorney General eonimeneed an able 
argument in behalf of thu defendauts. The 
datence, !io ixkuowlcdged, bad failed lo 
prove the u?e ol liabiluul bad language on 
the part of ibo plaiiUilT, Kuflieiont to justify 
tbe plea of juaiilication as to the immoral 
language. Wiinesses, for obvious reasons, 
hod failed to divulge facts that it was aup- 
posoJ they would have proved. But the 
.Morris letter was on record and showed what 
ihe man had done and what ho wag capable 
of doing. In every point but the one of 
habitual blackguardism, the defeuiio had sue-' 
ceedod — in every L'ther point iho plain lifl 
bod failed. The newspaper had siaiidy doue 
its duty in showing up tho faults of a 
man who bad been a member of the Assouh 
biy, and who had presided at Annexation 
meotingu. Ho was a public man, and as pucli, 
hia acts wero publio properly. I'laintiff tia J 
made a great handle ol the fact that he haii 
loaned Mr Higgius money ; but when pre.sstd 
by counsel fi;r the dclendaiils he acknow- 
ledged that Mr Higgins had always paid him 
high interest, and that he now owed him 
nothing. If high interest bad been paid to 
Young, was his client under any obligatiou 
for the loan ? There had been no vindiotive- 
iiess on the part of the deloiidants shown, 
and no reason given for tho Idiol, except that 
he had opposed Mr Uiggins' fathor-in-law'a 
scut in the Assembly, and had declined to 
write letters to tbe paper. Tbe learned gen- 
tleman then proceeded to review the qaestioo 
of annoxation, and askod what woald bo said 
in New York or San Franolsco if a man 
went into a publio place in that country of 
liberty and suggested disunion? What 
would be bis position? What fate had be« 
fallen dijunioniats in tho United States ? Ho 
would venture to say ibat aoy man who 
dared to advance io San Francisco such 
sentiments as MoCIure bod done here, would 
meet with violence, if not annihilation And 
how serious a thing it was for a man like 
Young, who had been a member ol Assem- 
bly, to sit and hear such language as Mr 
IMcClure had uttered and not attempt to stop 
it. Tho Fenian troubles existed at tbe time 
iha article complained of was written. 
They still exist, and threaten to disturb 'ho 
Iriendly relalions between the United Stales 
and Great tirilain. And wero these limes in 
which men should bo allowed to hold out in- 
ducements to the band of maurauders to 
make a descent upon our Island? On the 
contrary, it was the duty ol every honest 
man to denonncu sucb coodaot, and he be- 
lieved the jury would so decide by their ver- 
dict. Mr Young, in 1855, announced himself 
as an American citizen, and he came here 
and claimed lo be a lo^'al I'.ritish 8ut)ji;ci. 
Bat who ooutd doubt, alter bis own evidence, 
that he was sailing under false colors, and 
was anxious to see tho Colony annexed to 
the United States. In bringing the suit, 
Mr Young was actuated by poliiicul motive.'), 
was urged on by political Iricnds — he wanted 
damages from tbe dofondanis, and at tliw 
same time, sought to whitewash his political 
character. Tbe learned gealleman nest al- 
luded to Youoe's disgusting attack upon Mr 
.Solicitor Green, and askod if, after hearing 
him use such language, tbe jury cnuld award 
him damages (or having had his figure termed 
''rickiny" and his face " i ll-lavorcd." Thu 
Atlurnoy (jtenoral coiitiiuKji]. that Young had 
been provud to he a bad subject, that ha w s 
shown to have usnd blasphemous, irreligious 
and Jiideeent language towards the Governoi 
in 18CG, anH to havo jjonried the frightlnl 
letter lo .Morris in 1800. 

The Flainlill — That letter was written in 
I8G0. Tbero is groat room for reformation 
in six years. 

Tbe Attorney General — Reformation ! 
Oh, ob ! Mr Young 1 Room for reformation 
in a man of sixty! Gentlemen of tbe jury, 
if thai old man has not learned a b'ison yel, 
touch it hirn to day | seiisutioii. ] Iu ihu 
letler, Young wa.< called ill-fa^urud and 
.MoCIure haudromo. lie had calli-d .MeClurc 
bulore the jury to fchow ihern what a hand- 
some man he Im, and when they compared 
tbe appearance of the two men, wbo would 
not say that the plaintilT was ill-fnvored 7 
The learned giMilieinun again alluded to tlio 
uroEs iufull wliich had boon caHl upon Mr 
(Jn.'on Ijy plaintill, and claimud that thu 
liMtur had not. been unf;;ir to Young, nor liud 
il tiaudlcd him us hard as ho dosurvcil. In 
concluding, the Attorney General said thai 
as long as tbey were members uf this com^ 
munity he hoped and believed they wojid 
support tho honor ol thu Old b'lag. f.iU us 
Iruwn down aiiijoxarion, lot iis doiiourico 
lreiii-;on in whalovi-r (unn il may appear, lot 
us rerm-niber our di:.'" lu our Sovoreigii, and 
be not led ustray by llio claptrap of design- 
ing men. Those who wish to change their 
nllegiaoce may do so ; but so long as they 
are protected by tho flag of Old England, 
they inuHl remember lliat if ihoy jiiot truasoii 
af^uiiist lliat Hag llivy will uol o.TCapu pili,i-li- 
uioiit.

Mr Young then replied, and said ho was 
born in London ut an American father and 
ISaglisb lady ; it was no fault of bis, but 
rather to his glory to belong to the two gieat 
Anglo Saxrn iiiitions. Ho might ho • called 
rickety i.nd illlavurnd, and Mr i\lcClure an 
Adonis; but lli,.iiks to a reiiiiliir lilo froi' 
Iroin excesses, hu w;i'^ in vi.'iy jod privor- 
valion lor a niaii of Gll, which was an honor 
to a muD who bus lived in so many golgothus 
as be had. As far as bis religioaa tenets 
wero concerned, he was a Unitarian ; be be- 
lieved in Oi)d and his goodnesH, and tliat iii- 
ifpired him lo stanil up in hehall ol his repii- 
lalion. In Hpito of the array of legal talent 
opposeil to him, and the liiot that Captain 
daeob had nikod up every bulo ami corner, 
he stood there like a giuut.

animus of tho dorendanti-', resulting he thought 
Irorn an attempt iiuulo by him ;o oust tlio 
member for Salt Hprirg Itiland Irom hia seat; 
he had always occupied an independent 
pnsiiion regardless of others, nnd admired the 
sentiments of the Duke of Norfolk when be 
oH'erod a toast "to tho man that dares to be 
independent in dangerous times;" tho injory 
to his lepiitaliun from Iho libel was not con- 
fined lo this small community; tho paper 
had u wide circulation and travelled abroad : 
be bad old and dear friends in England 
whoso grey hairs would bo brcught with sor- 
row to the grave (Mr Young was hero over- 
conio with emution. and tyept freely) ; tbsae 
were rnunly tears, and he was not ashamed 
of them but enjoyed Ihoni ; he had supported 
three orphan ludces for 20 years and it would 
break ihuir hearts to hoar their poor old unolo 
called a roprol)ate and a traitor to bis coun- 
try ; lo show hia generosity if tho dainngos 
io his favor wero to come out of the pockeis 
of tbe industrious young men who conducted 
tho paper, be should wish to make them light; 
but be believed tho man who wrote it had 
means; his dijsiro was to viudioato his reputa- 
tion not to make money out of anybody. 
Mr Young said the defendants case had 
whidly failed, and after again alluding to the 
charges made by counsel ayainat him with 
reforenco to very young squaws which he 
considered shameful, and thuuking liis Lords 
ship for bis kind indulgeace and assistance 
rendered during the trial, the plaintiff sat 
down. 

Ills Lordship summed np in tbe following 
terms : — Tho plaintiff in this case asked dam- 
ages from tho dufendantfl for a libel contained 
in an urtiele .signed Loyali.sl publidhed by the 
di)loiidaiili;. Ill the plaintifls declaration the 
libolhuH words complained of had a further 
or dill'erent sense attributed to them called 
inuendoes, and the jury would have to con-, 
sider not only the iiotual meanmg of those 
words but whether tbey admitted of the 
I'urlhor nr cxlendeil interpretalions put upon 
iheiii by !ho plaiiildl. The dofendants had 
pleaded iiol .i^uiliy, and it was. tho first duty 
of tlu' jury lo try tlial [ilea, H-'loro directing 
ilie aittntioii of ilie juiy to llui libel, be would 
ask tboui to dismiss oil the technicalities of 
publication ivhicb were proved to tbe saiia- 
laction ot the Court. The letter signed Loy- 
alist was a.ldri'ssL'd lo and pnhlislied by tho 
(.h fundaiild as euiioi'v and |)roprietors of the 
Colonist ntwipaiv-T. 'i'he name of the author 
had been asked for but declined, and tho full 
responsibility of all thai ibe letter contained 
rested upon them. Now, bad Loyalist said 
aiiyihiiii; libellous or amounting to the words 
iinpuied ! There was a time in the history 
of the country when what was or was not a 
libel wafl lor tlu iud;;e In say, and the jury 
had no discretion. In one of those great 
Consiiiuiiniial battles, however, in the history 
ol F.ngland the law was declared otherwise, 
and it bad ever since been tbe province of the 
jury to say wbstber the words were nssd in 
the libellous sense cnrcplained of: no matter 
how strong the iirpoil ol the words might be 
it rested with ihorn not tlio judge. It was, 
however, tho duty ol the judge to say, if used 
in that sense, whether the words wore libel- 
lous ; ond bo would, therefore, point out what 
he might consider was or was not libclloiri, 
heggiug the jury at the same lime not 
to attach more weight to his observa- 
lions than in Iho fair exercise of their 
jud ;tncnt they might think tliein entitled to. 
The (irst o! uie alleged libellous ox- 
pres.siojs in the letter was the word " notor- 
ious," which in bis opinion was certainly a 
dislo;;isiic ur defamatory term, tho opposite 
nl ceU'liraled , and calculated to convey an 
ini|)res::iu[i derogatory to the person !o 
wlioiri It was a] plied ; but it would be fur 
llie jury lo s ly lliat the writer intended to ^ 
U50 il ill iluvi .siMue. His Lordship proceed- 
ed to reail lurtlier portions of the letter, 
stating- that the plaintill had lo bo thanked 
for " much of the mischief and trea.son in 
our midst," etc., which the judge said was 
calculated ti bring a man into disrepute. 
But tho plaiaiilt was a public man, who 
mixed u|) in public mailers and discussions, 
who hail according to liis own showing con- 
tiibuiol inaiiy comaianicatiODs to tho 
newsp^ipors, his publio acts particularly ai 
linu'H ol public excitement were therefore a 
fair subji!Ct of fair criticism, and the public 
presa was in one sense jnstiljod in tho fullest 
.SL-iiMi ill fairly and ju-tly criticising tho 
piitilic ants of a public man. How far this 
criticism was unjust would bo for the jury to 
detormioe. McClure was styled a madninn, 
but he did not consider it worth while to 
come into Court, and ask for damages. 
" Disgraceful eonilucl in the chair," was 
dclaiiia'ory, hut it was only the opinion ol 
ihe wiiti.r on a public ael, and had tint been 
proved to bo Ini '. 'I'lioii cuiiio tlin term 
" reprobate " Under which the plainlill 
eeemed lo smart cuosiderabty, nnd which in 
his declaration he defined as meaning that 
hi! wi,s •' pr(,nii,'ate. corrupt, and depraved." 
I'hi) jury would havo to eay whether tho 
writer ii-ed il in that sense or whodier they 
did not rr'giiid i', f.s a more expletive 
in tended lo give spico and power as tho 
writer thought to the article ? "A batcher 
of treason" was a serious charge, treason 
being one of the greatest of crimes in civil 
law, and no less than an attempt to over- 
throw 1,1].' ■;oVt.rniiH'i)l ol a State by !i 
person owiiit,' allegiaiic.j to that Stalo, or to 
bolriiy tbe Slate into ilie hnvils of a foreign 
power. The wonl " trailur" was lro(|uenlly 
applied oven in Knglaud iu a different sig- 
nification to its literal meaning. His Lordi 
ship then read the rest of the letter, ond 
said that with the excepiioii of one or two 
words I h oiiiiro lilirl was niixi'd up wilh 
political rnalier.-i, but al ilu> (Mih'lusioii the 
writer (lesci'nd''il lo personal mailers in Ins 
illusion 10 the " ill lavored face and rickety 
figure ol .Monitor" and it was his (iho 
judge'h) duty to toll tbejury that he thought 
those words were libellous and should carry 
weight. 'I'he whol(> case would have been 
cdnleiripiibli; had il sl(ip|)eil there. It 
would Inivi) resiMiibled the Hchool boy who 
cries w: oil be is Durt wilhoiit thinking 
lio'.v mat;y blows had been struck. But the 
ca.ie bad been iidlaied and aggravated by 
the c.Mir.se taken under justification which 
was Id 1)0 regrottod. Flis Lordship again 
explained lo I lie jii ry thoir il 11 1 ies in respect 
to iiieir lioding on lliu declaration nnd 
i'lUeiid.ies. The plaintill asked them to 
say lliat he liatcbed and aided and abutted 
trea-on, but would Hot give the dofendanis 
the chanco of saying that It was a mere 
expletive, meaniog nothing specific. He 
also nskud them to say tbnt tbe allusion 
to an •' old rtprobttto writhing in his 
soul" meant that lie was an abandoned 
and depraved man, but tho jury would 
havi! to say whether it was nol used in a 
diflereiit sonso. To the words '• traitor, 
inuuuais sujet," etc., tho ])lainiill Inrthnr 
asked them to put his extendcil meanings. 
Tho '' ill favored face and rickety ligiiro" 
was a .scurrilous personal attiioli ealciilnled 
to bring u man into coiilumpi, but slill taken 
ill connection with wlial I'ollowed it wa.i 
matter lor consideration whether it was nf 
that serious import and not intended 
more lo trivo pungonoy to the article, 
(lis Lordship alluded in eloquent language 
to the trecdoin of tho press as tho bulwark of 
Lib rty. lie was not aware that it had been 
liaiiiplod upon in luiy Colony, lii Knglaiul 
till) pre.ss had iHsiiined a position so lofty 
that II Was digniliud as ihu Fourth Estate of 
the realm ; not only was this lor the iinick- 
ness and correctness of its news, but for its 
powers of reasoulDg, purity of morality and 
dignity of attitude. But tho freedom of tho 
pr IS, wbicb, at nil oventB, was one of tho 
ildiigs that was free in this ouuntry, must nut 
d gunorulo into license, and wIkmi it condo- 
soends to scurrility ond pcrsoiml attacks Iho 
liiw will protect the party no attucked. Loy- 
alist had so lar forgotten himself, although 
the plain .iif left out tho oorrelatire part about 
the comely features" of Mr MqClurp, whiob 
rendered it merely a oomparisdii, bat no man 
had A ri^ht to expose piolarfis or ridioale (he 



personal defects of another. In so far this 
part of the letti^r might be ocneiderod libel- 
lous, but it would be lor tho jury to say what 
degree of ugliness is meant by " ilbfaVoVod" 
— another dislogistic word. Ao to rickety, it 
might imply that a man did not carry himself 
as erect or as firmly us a drilled soldier. Tho 
jury must well weigh tho evidence given to 
prove tbe|meanit;g8 attributed to the words. 
His Lordship spoko in complimentary terms 
of the ability shown by the plaintilf in his 
oonduel ol tho case, expressing his surprise 
that a man of eucb intelligence should appear 
beforo them at all. Ho then reviewed thu 
plaintifl'i evidence, remarking that the only 
impression left upon Dr Helrackon's mind 
by tbe article was a laugh ! Ho evidently 
regarded tho whole thing as ridiculous noa- 
seose, and did not regard tbe pluictiff as a 
reprobate. Mr Carswell, a shrewd and iutel- 
ligont gentleman, whose pursuit was ol a liter- 
ary nature, and who ought to know something 
of tho moaning of words, said that ho only 
understood the whole thing as " Young 
called names." The plaintiff's evidence, so 
lar us it went, really negatived the inuendoes. 
There was uotbiog to show that any body 
thought tho worse of the pIuintifiT after reading 
the letter, ant! if the jury regarded it as a fair 
orilicism on the publio acts of a publio man 
they must find for the defendants. There was 
no justification for the latter part of the letter, 
in which, subject to the bettor jndgment of 
tbejury, be considered tho plaiotiif had suc- 
oeeded, altbuugh in every other part be bad 
failed. At tho same time the jury would 
consider \7heiher Loyalist did tint mean to 
give pungency by llic coin(iarisoD, and not to 
indulge in poisonal spleen, ar.d whether il 
was undersiood by thoce who read it to bring 
plaintill into ridicule. Mr Young's obaraoter 
should have every consideration in that CourX, 
and be (the Judge) preferred that tbe jury 
should lean against rather than with him 
(tbe Judge), but at tho same time Mr Young 
was a public man — a man of extreme views 
— and such men must expect hard blows 
when they deal them. His Lordship, after 
fully explaining tho issues on tho inuondoes, 
wont into the matter of justification. 'The 
defendants had not been content to deny that 
ihoy used ihe opprobrious language in the 
extended sense charged, but had attempted 
to juality them in that sense, and had called 
wilm es afun- witness to prove that tho plain 
titi WES really a man habitually oddlcied to 
blasphemy, obscenity, irreligion and profli- 
gacy. It was a most serious course to adopt, 
to seek thus to blaoken a man's character, 
and in his opinion the defendants 
bad in this respect wholly failed. — 
The- libel, which iiiighl othorwiji; bo 
treoted with contempt, assumed iuiporlunce 
wlion the defendants undertook to prove ttiat 
tho charges were in their most serious c.m^ 
atruction truo. The defoudaots' evidence in 
justidoation was then gone over in detail, his 
Lordship pointing out wherein it bod failed, 
in his opinion, lo touch tho plaintill or to es- 
tablish the pleas, and concluding by reminding 
tho jury that tho law imposed no duly upon 
a nowspajior any more than upon any indi- 
vidual with reference to the prevention ol 
treason or InTasioo, and that tho dcfuadaots 
bad not taken advantage, wbiuh tbey might 
have done, of pleading under the statute coc 
ferring tho pririlegoi of fair criticism. His 
Lordship then directed the jury's niieniiou to 
tho issues on wbicb tbey would have to find a 
verdict and Iho extent of tbe damages, it any, 
that shoold acsompany their verdict aoeord- 
ing to their finding. 

Tbe jury then retired, and refuroed nt 
2 30 o'clcclt for information as to bow, if on 
the general issue of libel a verdict was 
found for the delcndaiits, verdict could be 
given against them 00 tbe issues of the 
pleadings. His Lordship then charged tbe 
jury that if they bolievod the article to be 
a libel, and the inuendoes in the plaintill's 
declaration lo be true, they must find dninagcs 
for the plaintill ; if, however, they found lliat 
tho arlicia was not u libel, or that ihe 
inuendoes were not warranted by iho 
expressions complained of, tbey . must fiud 
for the delendanls. Tbe jury again retired, 
and at ten minutes to four o'clock, again 
returned into Court, when the foreman, 
Mr. Biasetl, slated that they could not 
agree, but stood six to two on all the insues. 
The parlies on both sides e.xpri'ssed a 
willingness to accejit thu lindiug of a 
majority, and the verdict was rendered for 
the defendants on Ihe general issne of libel, 
and on tbe second issno ; the third, fourth 
and filth issues wore in favor ol tho plainii I); 
and the first part of tho sixth issue was 
found for defendants, with leave 10 the 
Court to direct m to tbe latter pan of the 
same issue. The general costs follow the 
verdict 00 the first issue, which was in tavor ol 
delendanls ; the Oonil, bowevor, baa the 
power to direct as to tbe costs on the othor 
issues. The jury staled that .Mr Y'oim;; had 
their syrnjmlhy, and the Chief Jiisiiee 
remarked that .Mr. Y'ounij; left tho Court 
without a stain on his character. The Clilel 
Justice also remarked that the vuidict quite 
mot bis views, tbe article was not a libel, 
and the case was one of tbe most trivial and 
coniemptibic that ho had evor known to be 
brought into a Court of Justice.
